fand domage, ifnot to the vtter ruine of this noble 
Kingdome ; except the ſubjes thereof bee iu due 
time rightlie informed ro whom by right the croun 
falleth. next after her Maieſtie : I thought it my du- 
tic, being a member of one bodiewiththem,trulie to 
informe ſo manie of them, asI might, concerning 
this matter,by publiſhing this treatiſe; wherein the 
rightof the next lawfull luccefſour is declared, and 
confirmed againſt all obietions . Andftfor that] 

| know itto be the opinion of ſundry men, that inthis 
' preſent — itis notonlic to be conſidered, 
to whom by right the croune appertaineth; but alſo 
whether his admiſſion may be available or hurtfull 
tothe common wealth : Ithought good to adde to 
the ſaide declaration, & defence ofthis right, a dil- 
courſe ſhewing howe neceſlarie and expedient it is 
forthe common wealth, that hee be in due time ac- 
knowledged and admitted to the ſucceſſion of this 
Kingdome . Both which partsIhaue brieflie hand- 
led, rhinking it ynough to proue and confirme them 
with a competent number of weighty and forceable 
- arguments, the rather tor thatthe formerparthath 
beene more at length declared and confirmedby o- 


thers in treatiſes alreadic publiſhed : and the other. 
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point is ofit ſelfſocleare and maniteſt, as fewerrea- 
ſonsthanIalledge may be ſufficient for the certain 
proofe and euidencietherof., Ihope, that you (my 
dearecountrie-men) for whoſe inſtruction and be- 
hoofe I haue publiſhed this little pamphlet, will 
thankfully acceptthis my good meaning and honeſt 
endeuour, makinS your profitetherof by embracing 
and furtheringſo iuſte and honorable a cauſe, as is . 
heere recommended vato you, and procuring there- 
by (together with your owne ſafetie and advantage).

birth is clearlie avoided. 


HE firlt by ſuch as obieQthe ſame is groun- 
 } dedvponan alledged maxime or generall af 

{crtion ofthe common law:which is, that who 
ſoeuer is borne out of England,and of father & mo- 
ther not beeing vnder the obedience of the King of 
England,can not be capable of anic inheritance in 
England, 

HeereuntoT anſwere that this maxime is vntrue 
in that generall ſenſe: as it appeareth expreſlic by 
that which is ſet doun by law in the ſeuenth & ninth 
yearesof King Edward the fowrth, & in thecleuenth 
and fourteenth of King Henrie the fowrth : That a 
ſtranger may purchaſe land in England , as alſo that 
hee may inherite by his wife, ithe marie an inhere- 
trix, | 

But the true maxime or rule againſt the inhert- 
tance of ſtravgers is grounded onelie vpona ſtatute, 
made 1n the 25,ycare of King Edwardthethird, and 
isto be reſtrained vato proper inheritances onlie: to 
wit, thatno perfon borne out of the alleageance of 
the King of England, whoſe father and mother were 
not of the fame allcageance at thetime of hisbirth, 
ſhalbeableto have, or demand anjie heritage with- 
inthe ſame alleageance, as heire to anie perlon, 

Which rule for ſundric reaſons cannot be preju- 

dicialltothe King of Scotlandsright, ; 


Firſt, for thatitis a common and generall rule of 


the Lawe of England, thatnorule or maxime ofthe 
law, beitne uer io generall, can touche or be vnder- 
1 ſrood

ttood of matters concerning the crom; except ex. 
reſſe mention be made thereof: and that the croun 

is priuiledged in manic points aboue private herita- 
es. 

The ſecond reaſon is,for that the demand & title 
of a croun can not be coprehended vnder the words 
ofthe forefaid ſtatute againſt aliens; and that for two 
reſpeRs, Firſt,forthatthe croun can not properlie be 
called an inheritance of alleageance,orwithin allea- 
geance (as the wordes of the {aide ſtatute doe ſtand) 
torchat it is not holden of anic ſuperiour,norwith al- 
leageance,but immediatlic of God:and ſecondly for 
that the ſtatute meanecrh plainlie of inheritance by 
deſcent; for otherwile, as isfaid, an alien may holde 
by purchaſe. But the croun js athing incorporate, & 
deſcendethnotaccording to the courſe of other pri- 
vate inheritances, but rather gocth by ſucceſſion, as 
other incorporations doe, Inſtgne whereof no Kin 
can by law auoyd his letters patents by reaſon of his 


none-age,as other common heires vnder age do.But 


he is ever preſumedto be of full age in reſpect of his 
croun. And as a Parſon,Deane, or other head incor- 
porate,though he beanalien, might inherite or de- 
wand landesin England for his incorporation, not 
withſtanding the former ſtatute : ſo much more the 


inheritour tothe croun, though he bee borne out of 


the dominion of England,way (notwithſtanding the 
laid ſtature) ſucceed juſtlie to the kingdome. 

The third reaſon is,that inthe ſtatute itſelf theris 
expreſle exceptio of Infants du Roy: by which words 
(according to the vie ofthem inthe frenchlanguage 
wherein this ſtatyte is written,as alſo of the "Ro 

eri 


beri inlatine) is vnderſtood not onliethe Kings iflue 
of the firſt degree, bur alſo his offpring in other de- 
grees fallowing, For otherwiſe this exception would 
beto no purpole; conſidering that according to the 
words ofthe ſtatute, Subjects children in the firſt des 
gree,borne out of the Kings alleageance, may haue 
or demand heritages as heires to their parents, or 0- 
ters. 

Alſo,the Kings children in the firſt degreeneeded 
no ſuch exception, becauſe the words ofthe ſtatute 
debarring thoſe that ſhould be borne of parents not 
being ofthe Kings alleageance,could no wile be pre 
judiciall torhem,bur ratherto thoſe of the Kings of- 
ipring, who in degrees farther remooued mightbee 
borne in forraine dominions: . as ſundrie of king Ed- 
wardthethirds offpring were,comming of his ſonns 
maried in diuers countries: for whoſe behoof cſpeci- 
allic it ſcemeth thatthis exception was added by 
him tothe formerſtatute- 

Andifthis exception of infants du Roy be vnder- 
ſtood onlie in reſpect ofpriuate heritages,that may 
fall rothem,(in which onlieſenſeit ſcemeth to haue 
relation rothe words ofthe ſtatute,making mention 
ofheritages within the kings allegeance) how much 
moreis the priviledge contained therein due tothe 
inheritour of the croun, who by all right and cquity 
may claime a greater przrogatiue in hisſucceſhon 
to thekingdom,than any other of the kings offprivg 
in hispriuate inhericance? 


Thefourth reaſon is, that ſundrie borne out of 


theRealme, and ofparents that werenot of the alle- 
geance of England, when they were born,as namely 
2 king 
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king Steuen, andking Henrietheſecond, weread. 
mittedtothecroune , without contradiction in ref. 
pect of their forraine birth, V\hichargueth that by 
the common courſe of our old common lawes there 
was noſuch ſtop againſt aliens, and thatifthe ſtatute 
made in King'Edward thethirds dayes, woulde haue 
derogated or abridged this auncient libertie, it wold 
haue made ſpeciall mentionthereof, which ir doeth 


rct,as itnow doth, VVhereunto that moſte wiſe and 
prudent Princemade anſwere; Thar it ſo it chanced, 
England,being the cheefand principall parte of the 
land,ſhould thereby receaue no domage, but rather 
great aduantage; for that it would draw to it ſelf the 
kingdome of Scotland, asbetfore it had done Not: 
mandie, and Aquitaine, with other prouinces: the 
which anſwere gaue full farisfaction and content 
ment tothe counſel], | 
The ſaine anfwere alſo, both in reſpect ofthe truth 
thereof, and ofthe perſonthat made it, may juſtlic 
mapping vs, thatthe admiſſion ofthe King of Scot- 
and to the croun is no wiſe vnlawfull,or prejudiciall 
$0 the publique weale, 
Bur belies all theſe reaſons ſhowing manifeltlie, 
ON ET ow Je that 


that neither by anie maxime ofthe common Lawe; 
nor by the wordes ofthe alledged ſtatute, noryer by 
the practiſe and cuſtome of our Realme , an alien 
may bee repelled from ſucceffion to the kingdome, 
when by right of blood it falleth to him , there are 0- 
thertwo reaſons, which in particular make for the 
King of Scotland, 

 Theone reaſon is, that Scottiſhmen are in our 
Chronicles accounted as ſubjzeftes by way of ho- 
mage, howſoeuer they denie it: In reſpect whereof it 
ſcemeth that the auncient records, making} mention 
of ſeruice to be done within this Iland, containe the 
frenche words, Dens les quatre mers,or the latine, 


Infra quatuor mana,within the foure ſeas : in which. 


bounds Scotland being within the North ſea is com- 
riſed; 

: Theotherreaſonis , that the former ſtarute of 
king Edwardthe thirdis intituled, Of them thatare 
borne beyond the ſeas : and thar inthe bodie of 
the ſame ſtarute the doubt is mooued of children 
borne our ofthe alicageance of England beyond the 
ſeas: whereby can not bee vnderſtood Scotland, it 
being a part ofthe ſame Nand, 

By all which reaſons the obicCtion of forraine 
birth is clearlie and ſufficientlie auoided, 
Wherefore I go on forward tothe

THE OBIECTION OF KING 
Henries pretended teſtament is 
confured, 


IN the 28,and 35. yeares of King Henries raigne, 
vpon ſome doubr, whichthen he himlelfe ſecmed 
to haue about the order of ſucceſhon in his owne 

children, and for taking away all occaſton of contro- 
uerſic which after his death might ariſe thereupon, 
the Parliament gaueauthoritie to the king to debate 
anddetermine that matter himſelf, wirh his learned 
counſell,who beſt ktiew the lawes ofthe Realme, & 
titles that anie might haueto the croun : and what 
ſucceſſion he ſhould declareas right & lawful, vnder 
his letters patents ſealed, or by his laſt will and teſta- 
ment lawfullic made and {igned with his own hand; 
thatthe ſame ſhould be reccaued for good and law. 
full . Vpon pretence whereof ſoone atcer the kings 
death there was ſheweda will with the kings ſtamp 
at the ſame, &the names of diuerle witneſles, wher- 
inthe ſucceſſion ofthe croun,atter his own children, 
was aſligned to Ladic Frances, andLadie Eleonors 
lucceſſours , who were necces to the King by his 
youngeſt ſiſter. VWhich affignation being, as ir were 
a mecre gift made to Frances, and Eleonor in preju- 
dice of his eldeſt ſiſters right , was founde to bee x- 
gainſtall law,reaſon,and nature; and therefore not 
thought to proceed from fo wiſe a Prince as king 
Henrie was; but rather forged , and the kings ſtamp 
ſerto by others, either when he was paſt vnderſtan- 
ding,or after his death. And heereot here wantnot 


molt euident reaſons, and proofes: 
Firſt, 


Eirſt it is not credible that King Henrie would's- 
gainſtlawe and juſtice diſherite the line of his eldeſt 
fiſter,and ſo giue occaſion of ciuill and forrain wars, 
eſpeciallic ſeing in ſuch acaſe ot ſo apparent wrong 
inſo great a matter, hee might well fore-ſce, that the 
authoritie ofa Parliament would take little effect a- 
gainſt the true & lawfull inheritour, as appeared not 
long before in Henric the fixt, Edwardthefourth, & 
Richardthe third, In whole reignes diuerſe and con- 
trarie Parliaments made againſt thenext inheritour 
heldno longer with anie of them, than while he was 
able to make his owne part good, 

Secondlie, therebe manic incongruities and in- 
dignitics in the ſaid pretended will, troproceedfrom 
fuch a Prince,asKing Henrie was, For, whatcan be 
more ridiculous, than to give the croune to Frances 
and Eleonors heires, and not to themſelues> And 
yetby this Teſtament the ſonne of Abraham Stokes 
(who maried the ſame Frances after the death of her 
firſt husband the Marques of Dorſet, becing buther 
owneſeruant) ſhould haue claimed before her, ifhe 
had had anie by her, Oflyke abſurditie1s it, that in 
the ſame VVillthe King is faide to binde his owne 
daughters to marie by direction of his counſell,or 0- 
therwiſe to looſe the benefite offucceſſion: whereas 
the daughters of his neeces Frances, and Eleonor, 
were not bound thereby to anic lich conditioun. 

Thirdlie,there bee diuerſe arguments alledged in 
law,why this Will is notauthenticall. Firſt, for thar 
itis not aggreable to the minde and meaning of the 
Parltament,which intended 0alieto giue aurhoritic 
tor declaration of the true title,and not for donation 


oi 
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erintricatingthereof, Alſo,for that there is: no law. 
full or authenticall copie extant of the ſame, but on- 
lie a bare inrolmentinthe Chanceric; which is not 
ſufficient in ſo waighric anaffaire: no wicneſle otthe 
priuiecounſcll,or ofthe nobilitie to the ſame,which 
could not haue wantcd info greata cauſe ( for the 
beſt ofthe witneſſes thereinnamed was Sir Ioha 
Gates, whoſe miſcrabledeath is well knowne:) No 
publique notaric , nor probation ofthe will before 
anic Biſhop, oranie lawtull court appointedforthat 
purpoſe : noexamination ofthe witneſſes, or other 
things ordinarilie done for lawfull confirming of 
ſuch a matter. But ofall other things this is of moſte 
importance, that the King neuerſct his own hand to 
the foreſaid Will: buthis{tamp was ſer thereto by 0. 
thers,citherafterhisdeath,or when hee was palt re: 
membrance : which is confirmed by wine farre 
more worthie credite, in reſpectof their degree and 
reputation,than Sir lohn Gates, & the others whoſe 
names wereſubſcribed , Forfirſt the Lord Pagetin 
the beginning of Queene Maries daies,being of her 
priuie counſell, diſcoueredthe ſame of his owne acy 
corde, and ypon mcere motion of confcience,confef 
ſing before the whole counſell, and after before the 
whole Parliament,how that himſelfiyas priuicrhet- 
vnto,and partly alſo culpable, being drawne thereto 
throughthe inſtigation & forcible authoritie of 0+ 
thers, Alfo Sir Edward Montague,Lord chief juſtice, 
that had bene preſent andpriuic to the ſame doings, 
and one William Clerk,that put the ſtamp to the pa 
per,confeſſed the whole premiſles to be true, Vpon 
which dilcouerie Queen Marie, & her counſel cau- 
ſed preſentlicthe faid inrolment Iying in the Chan- 
CCLtC 
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eexictobe cancelled,defaced.and aboliſhed. 

Andlince thattime in hir Maicſtics daies that now 
liveth,about rhe 11.0r 12.yeare of herreigne, by oc- 
caſio of a certain book ſpred abroad at the ſame time 
verieſecretlie,for advancing of the houſe of Suffolke 
by pretence ofthis Teſtament, the Duke ofNortolk, 
the Marques of Wincheſter (which then was Trea- 
{urcr) the Earls of Arundel,andPembrokegogether 
with his ſonne,and my Lord of Leceſter,with others 
mettogether vpon that matter, And after long con- 
ference about the foreſaid pretended Will,and ma- 
nic proofes laid downe why it could not be true; the 
oldc Earle of Pembrok proteſting, that hee was with 
the King in his chamber from the firſt day of his ſick- 
nes tothe laſt houre,and that thereby he couldaſlure 
them this pretended will to be falſe, and counterfair; 
at length by fome of them it was mooued, that from 
thatplace thoy ſhould go with rhe reſt ofthe Nobili- 
ticand proclaime the Scottiſh Queene heire appa- 

rentin Cheapſide, | 
And albceit,tor ſome cauſes to theſelues beſt known, 
they proceeded not in publiſhing of the ſame:yet my 
Lordof Pembrok now living can bear witnefle, that 
this much is true,& that his father the olde Erle told 
him openly atthat time before the noble men, that 
hehadbrought him to that afſembly,to inſtruct him 
in the truth,and charged him to witneſſe the ſame, 8& 
to defend it alſo with his ſword,ifneede required, af- 
terhis death, Theremembrance and due regard of 
which admonuion as yer, no doubt, remaineth in 

the minde of that noble man, 

All theſe reaſons andproofes being more than 
_- CE fuk 
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ſufficient to diſprouethis pretended Teſtament, Ipro 


ceed forward to the confutation of the third and Jaſt

HE third obie&ion, which isan alledged a& 

| ofaſſociation,is vrgedby a fugitiue and editi. 
ous traitour,diſguiſing himſelt-vnder the name 

of Dolman,in a conference which he hathpubliſhed 
touching the Royal ſucceſſion:wherein going about 
to diſprooue the right and titles of all ſuch as are ex: 
eract ofthe bloodRoyall, ſince King Henriethe ſixt, 
andto currie fauour with the King of Spain, and the 


Infanta , by forging them titles and intereſt to the 


croun ot England, he ſheweth himſelf moſt malitious 
againſt theKing of Scotland aboueall others, moo- 
uing doubts and ſurmiſes, though tull of aotorious 
vanitie and falſhood,to bring his right in queſtion, & 
to diſgrace his perſon: forthat hee isafſured nothing 
willſo muchouerthwart the deſire, and purpoſe,tha 
he, andhis like haue ofbetrayingtheirnatiue coun:

ofherMaieſties Realmes or dominions, or any at

This ad of Parliament, whereby the former act 
ofcounſell is limited &reſtrained,no wife debarreth 
the King of Scotland from rhe croun ( aseuidentlie 
appeareth by that partthercof, which Thauerchear- 
ſed, and by thereſtof the ſame at publiſhedamong 
the other acts of that Parliament) ſeeing he is free, as 
the world knowerh, from all ſuſpition of anie wicked 
attemptagainſther Maicſties perſon,and from alcg- 
ſent, or priuitietherunto, 
_  Andrrulieitis notcrediblethather Maicſtie,or 
theParliament would go about to debarre him by a- 
nyſuch a&t,as is alledged by Dolman:ſeing they may 
with reaſon per{wade themſelves, that no ſuch act 
would ſtay him from claiming, & purſuing his right, 
norſuch as are in England wel afteted towards him,

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heLeapue. Andatthistimehe isbyal French-me, 
of whatfocuer Religion,ackowledged for their onlie 
lawfull King. 

But in this point our own people hath neuer bene 
inferiour to'the Frenche nation, or anie other:which 
is made euidentby their faith ful 8 durifull acknow. 
ledgementofthe next lawfull blood fo manie ages 
palt,buteſpeciallic by a moſte notable proofe,which 
not lone ſince they hauc giuen ofthe ſame. For when 
Lady Iane was by the deuiſe & procurement of ſome 
noble-men, and Lordes of the counſell proclaimed 

ueenc in London,and other where, the towre bee: 
ing ſurpriſed,and ſundrie other politick meanes vicd 
for her eſtabliſhing,and for drawing of the people to 
her obedience: yet wasnot Queene Maric,the law- 
full inhererrix ofthe Kingdome,abandonedrtherfore | 
by the good and faithfull ſubiefts thereof, but aſliſted 
and furthered bythem to che winning and poſleflion 
of the croune: which Ladie lane loſt togeather with 
herhead: asallo her father, the Duke of Suffolk; her 
father in law the Duke of Northumberland, the au- 
thour & principall aour of this Tragedie; her huf- 
bandſonnetothe ſaid Duke, and ſundrie other ofher 
friends,were partakers ofher miſerable cud , as they 
hadbene ofher vnlawfull aduancement. 

By this example may bee cuidentlic ſcene , hoy 
reatis the force of right by inheritance,& how hard 
it is to draw away the hearts of the people fromthe 
lawfull hee, tothe acknowledging of anie other, 
Which being vnderſtood by ſome of our kings, who 
depoſing,or excluding the lawfull ſucceſſours tooke 
thecroun onthemſelues,judgednot anic authoritic 
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ofParliament ſufficient co juſtifie their vſurping, and 
approoue it to the people; except they had made 
ſomepretence ofa title by rightand lawfull inheri- 
tance. 

King Henrie the fowrth (whoatthe houre of his Hon, 
deach,ſpeaking to his{onne, ſeemed to acknowledge 37: 14. 
his wrongful viurping) at ſuchtimeas he took on the HENR, 4. 
croun,albeiche was ſure notto want the authority of 
Parliaments to eſtabliſh him, yer thought not that 
ſufficient, except he had laid claime to the crowne, 
as being by right of inheritance next to the ſame: & 
thatnor as heire co his father, lohn of Gant, or to his 
grand-father, King Edwardthethird (for heeknewe 
that both king Richard,whome he had depoſed, and 
Roger Morcimer,Earle of Marche, declared alrcadie 
by Parliament heire apparent,were neererthan him- 
ſelfro the croungthey being heires to his fathers two 
elder brethren) but as right and lawful heirero Hen- 
riethe third: as the verie wordes of the claime, that Hoc. 
hemade before a greataſlemblic of the nobilitic, & 2-22- | 
people do plainlie teſtifie, _ Ricu.2s 
| Thecauſcheereof wasa report made by ſome of Anno 7, 
his fauourers; to wit,that Edmond, ſonne to Henrie HEn,4-

And not onelie the example of theſe two Kingy, 
bur alſo of all the Princes which we haue had from 
King Edward the third hitherto (whereof manie are 
renowmed for their rare wi{dome,and juſtice) ſhew- 
ethvs plainlie, in how great regarde we ought juſtl 
to haue the right of ſucceſſion by the next Jawfull 
blood, inthatiundrie of them haue with armespur- 


ſued and maintained their title tro the crowne of 
France , whereof once they had poſſeſſion by right 


of blood : and none of them hitherto hath forgone 


their ſaid title, notwithſtanding whatſoever frenche 
.: Lawes; and acts of Parliament tothe contrarie. 


| The like alſo bath-beene the judgement of our 
Parliaments concerhing this matter of ſucceſſion as 
ithath alwaies appeared by their conſent in appro. 
uinggzhe title of our Kings to the crowne of France, 
and by their owne ſtatutes approouing the tight of 
thenext lawfull blood tothe crowne oft England, fo 
oftasthe ouer great power and authoritie of ſuch as 
viurpedthe Kingdome didnot reſtraine their liberty,

By all theſe examples alledgedby mee appeareth 
the great prerogatiue, which 1s due to thenext law- 
full inhericour of the croune, Wherefore Lam per- 
{waded,that as hir Maicſtie,and the Parliamenthaue 
nothitherro made anie ſuch a& , as isalledgedby 
Dolman, or ante other thar might bee prejudiciall 
tothe King of Scotlands title : fo they wil heerafter 
rather further him, by declaring him publiklie right 
& lawful inheritour of the Kingdom, than anie wiſe 

oabout to ſtop or hinder him,nort onelie in reſpect 
of his vndoubted right, and of the prerogatiue and 
fauour due totheſame: but alſo forthe mani- 
fold and great benefits which the Realm 
ſhall receaue by his admiflion,as by 
the diſcourſe following (hal 
be made ma- 


nifeſt. 
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| Adiſcourſe sheyyinghoyy 
expedientandneceſlaric it is for the Realme of 
England,that the King of Scotland be in 
due time acknowledged, and ad- 


mitted for lawfulll ſucceſ(- 
ſour to her Maieſtic. 


Auing hitherto ſufficientlie declared the King 
of Scotlands juſt title to the croune of England, 
and diſprooued ſuch obicRions as are made againſt 
the ſame,l thought good brieflic to ſhew, how expe- 
dient and neceſlaric it is forthe weale publike ofthis 
Realme,that he be in due time acknowledged, & re- 
ccaued for lawfull ſucceſſour to hir Maieſtic, 

To begin therefore with the conſideration of his 
right, there isnodoubt bur in reſpe& thereof his ad- 
miſſion will procure greater peace and quietneſle to 
the common wealth , than the vnlawfull intruſion of 
any other, For all the honeſt and faithtull ſubiectsof 
this Kingdome will in conſcience, anddutie ſubmir 
themſelues more willinglie to the nextlawfull heire, 
ſucceeding according to theauncient lawes,and cu- 
ſtome of this countrie, thanto another comming to 
the croune by vnlawfull vſurpation. Andluch as for 
their own prinate advantage,or other reſpects would 
wiſh,and go about to procure the diſturbance of the 
common wealtch,wil haue the lefle pretence, occaſts 
and meanes to effect their wicked deſires and intenti- 
ons,the next lawful heire being aduanced, Yea,cuen 
they,who pretend any title to the croun.wouldbe ra- 
ther perſwadedand content toyeeldto hin, thanto

anic other oftheir competitors hauing lefle right, 

Alfothe preferment ofthenext lawtull heire, in 

that heisalreadie a King, wil procure the greater 

eace &quietnes to the common wealth, For the ti- 
tlersthemſclues,8 the reſt of ournoble-men (whoſe 
example and authoritic draweth commonly the peo- 
ple after them in matters belonging to the Koyalfuc- 
ceſſion) will rather ſub.nit themſelues rothe next 
lawfull heire, beeingalreadie a ſ{oucraigne Prince, 
than to another not hauing ſojuſt a title, and beein 
but of their own rank and degree. And trulic it be- 
hooueth them foto do: for that if any of themſelues 
be preferred before the reſt, they may haue the juſter 
occaſionto feare the jealouſic and ſuſpition of one 
advanced from the degree of a ſubje to the-dignity 
ofa King. The advancemeyt of which kinde of per- 
ſons hath manie times (as both our own hiſtories, & 
others teſtifie) procuredthe 'deſtruction notonlie of 
ſuch asrefiſted them, butalſo ofthoſe who aſliſted 8 
furthered them tothe croun; yea,and of ſuch oftheir 
own bloodasthey ſuſpefted mighthaue any wiſe di- 
ſturbed,or endangeredtheir eſtate. 

The trueth heereof is manifeſt by the example of 
King Edwardthe fowrth,and Richard the third: who 
both not onlie deſtroied, and banniſhed their ene- 
mies of the houſe of Lancaſter,with their adherents; 
but alſo the tormer of thempurto death his own bro 
ther, George Duke of Clarence, and the other mur- 
thered his young nephues , Edwardthefift, and his 
brother:yea the principal men,who of ſubie&ts made 
them Kings,were by them deſtroied, rowit,the Earle 
of Warwick by King Edward,&the Duke of Buckin- 
ghame 


—— 


ghamewith others by King Richard. 

Asthe like inconvenience might bejuſtly feared, 
if any ofour owne titlers ſhould be preferred before 
thereſt: ſo there is no [meanes ſo effeuall to make 
ſuch as are of the blood Royall, and the reſte of our 
nobilitie free from all ſuch dangers, and fromall ſuſ- 
pition and feare therof,as the preferring ofa Prince, 
whoſe preheminence in dignitie far aboue them,joi- 
ned with the certaintie of his manifeſt righr, and the 
confidence which he may iuſtlie put in ſo many mea- 
nes and helpes as hee ſhall haue to aſſure his eſtate, 
will make him to ſtand the leſſe in jealouſie and miſ- 
truſt of others, and conſequently not to vſe thoſe wic- 
kedpraQtiſes,which inferiourperſons,raiſed fromthe 
deprec of ſubiects to the dignitie of Princes,and that 
by no iuſt title, woulde by all likliehood vſe for their 


eſtabliſhment. Which inconuenience is ſo much the 


lefle to bee feared inthe advancement ofthe preſent 
King of Scotland; as he hath alreadie giuenſufhicient 
proof of his tender affe&tion and bountie towardes 
ſuch as are of his kindred, and of his fauour and cle- 
mencie towards ſuch of his Nobilitie, as haue not 
ſhewed themſclues ouer malitious and obſtinare in 
offeriding him. How much more then is1t iultlie to 
be looked for, thathe will ſhew himſelfe thankfull 8 
bountitull cowardes all ſuch of our Nobilitie,and 0- 
ther good ſubiects, as will highlie deſerue his fauor, 
in furthering and advancing kim to his right? 

But conſidering, beſides his right, his Royall dig- 
nitie and honorable diſpoſition, that he is alſo King 
ofa country bordering vpon ours, and incloſed with- 
inthe ſame Iland, wee muſt iudge his admiſſion alro- 

gether 


getherneceſlaric; ifwedeſireour preſentquieteſtate 
to be freefrom dangerboth inward,& outward. For 
ifanic meanes be viedro debarre him from hisright, 
that will no doubt breed ciuill diſſenſion, and ſundry 
factions throughout the Realme, among which hee 
wilnotwant his adherents of che beſt & wiſeſt num- 
ber:beſides whome, becing fortified with the power 
of his owne ſubie&s, togeather with the aſſiſtance of 
his friendes and confederares in France, Germanie, 
Denmark, and other parts,he willby all likelichood 
preuaile againſt his enemies, 

But God forbidthis occaſion ſhould beegirien of 
making this flouriſhing Realme apraic to torraine 
nations, eſpeciallie inſo dangerous atime, when as, 
beſides the diſcaſes which lurk inthe entrals thereof, 
it is alſo troubled withtherebellion ot the lriſhry in 
Ireland, and with the fcare of the king of Spaine fo- 
ſtring the ſaid rebellion with his aſſiſtance, and pre- 
paring a mightie Armada to inuade vs: beeingem- 
boldned thereto by hope of finding heere affiltance, 
by reaſon ofthe preſent controuerhie concerning the 
Royall ſucceſhon,and by the incouragement oftome 
vnnaturall and ſeditious traitours of our own nation; 
who deſiring the violent alteration of Religion, and 


_ overthrow of the preſenteſtate,hauenot beene aſha- 


medtoforge him atitle tothe croun ofEngland, & 
to publiſhthe ſame to the world ( as I haue alreadie 
declared) toegge himon thereby to the inuaſion of 
theirnatwe countrie, 

It behooueth therefore all honeſt & faithfull fub- 
jects of this Kingdome to bewar, that by reſiſting the 
rightand lawful ſucceſſour,or by notacknowledging 

him 
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him in duetime, they putnot themſelues in danger 
of falling vnder the yoke and tyrannie of mercileſle 
Spaniards: who ifthey haue vſed extreame crueltic 
againſtthe poorefillie Indians, & others,who neuer 
ottended them , willno doubt vſe tar more outrage- 
ous crucltic againſt our nation, by whome they ac- 
count themlelues notablie diſhonoured, and diſgra- 
ced. 

Neitherought ſuch as among vs profeſſe the Ro- 
mane Religion (to whom onely the proſperous ſuc. 
ceſle'of Spaniards might ſeemeto beleaſt prejudici- 
all) teedthemſelues with anic vaine hope of finding 
fauor at theirhands. For notwithſtanding their plea- 
lantallurements, and the faire promiſes which they 
makethem forthe preſent,in hope of their fauour & 
aſſiſtance; yet ifinthe end (which God forbid) they 
ſhould 2a vaile, and become conquerours of this re- 
alme,after the vtterdeſtrution and rooting out of al 
others profcſſing the Goſpell, they would vie them 
nothing the more fauourably for betrayingtheir cofl 
trie. Yea,they would deſpiſe, and handle them the 
wors therfore: as they did Sir Willia Stanley;whom, 
for betraying tothemthe roune of Dauenter, they 
thruſt ſhametullic our of the ſame: and would not at- 
rergiue himthe credite ofany other town, but cauſed 
him, & his regiment in a ſlauiſh manerto trudge v 
and doun the low countries,andto lye both ſummer, 
and winter in poore andbare Villages, as vaworthic 
to beplaced in anie town, So would they allo vle the 
betrayers of their ownenatiue countrie asſlaues and 
drudges, and vponanie occaſion of diſpleaſure, or 
miſtruſt which they ſhould concciue againſt them, 
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deale with the,as beforethey had done with the reſt, 

And truliethe beſt might be looked for would be, 
the vſing them as ſeruants , the abuſing filthilie of 
their wiues, and daughters,the thruſting of them in. 
to Cornwal,and tothe moſt barreine parts ofthe Re- 
alm,&rhe holding of them alwaies vadertheyoke of 
miſerable bondage. Which hard vſage they might 
juſtlie feare, taking example by the miſeries and ca- 
lamities, that other nations of theirReligion haue 
{uffered vnderthetyranny of Spaniards, 

The nobilitie, and people ofthe lowe countries 
profeſſing the Romane Religion, as well as others 
ofa different profeſſion, hane had ouer great proofe 
of their intollerable pride and tyrannie,clpeciallic at 
theirfirſt ariual,whe asthey made their accovt to be 
maiſtersther.without contro]lment orreſiſtance. The 
truth heerof is teſtified by the beheading againſt al e- 
quitie & juſtice of theirchietnobilitie, yea of ſuch as 
did moſte notable ſeruice to the King of Spainc, as 


namely of the Countes of Egmond,& Horn, by the |. 


powling & pilling ofthe people byviolence andex- 
rorſfion,by the filthy abuſing of their wiues & daugh- 
ters,by miſuſing ofthemlelues in a ſlauiſh maner, 8 
by other ſuch their tirannical oppreſlions. 

Their pride & tiranny isalſo cauſe, why the ſtatsof 
Naples, Sicily, and Millain, whoſigh & ſob vnder 
theirhard yoake , wouldſhake off the ſame , ifrhey 
could: & why alſo all other ſtates & Princes of Iralie, 
yea even thePope himſelf, ſtand info great feare, & 


ſuſpition ofthem, as they doe, 


But I may notpaſle vnder filence the example yet 
freſhlie bleeding of their extreame crueltie againſt 
the people of Cleucland , a ſtate ofthe Empyre, 

whom 
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whom hauing bene hitherto their frends.and for the 
moſt part of their owne Religion, they haue vied, as 
ifthey had bene their deadly enemies,and like Turks 
rather than Chriſtians, for that continuing 1n their 
obedience towards the Empyre, and their own law- 
full Prince,they would not become {lauesto the am- 
bitious houſe of Auſtria. 

Ifthey haue thus ved theſe, andſundric other na- 
tions, their ſubiects,and friends,being of their owne 
Religion, what berter viage can our prote{{6rs of che 


Romane Religion look for at their hands, who can, 


not but be odious tothem aboue others,in that they 
are of a nation aboue all others by them hated andre 
doubted? And how might Englith hearts abide the 
extreame pride,and infolencie of Spaniards, becing 
conquerours; who, before the ſetting forth of the latt 
Armada to inuadthis land, behaued themſelues moſt 
proudly and fcornfullie towards our Engliſh noble- 
men ot their own Religion, who were their Penſ1o- 
ners, and asdeftrous ro conquer England to them as 
themſelues ? 

For atthat time the Lord Paget offering to Don 
Bernardinode Mendoza, (who had bene {ome time 
Ambaſladour in the Court of England) the meanes 
of procuring ſeruice and aſſiſtance in Englandto the 
King of Spaine;the ſaid D.Bernardino anſwered him, 


_ thattheKing his Maiſter needed not the ſeruice of 


Engliſhmen in thatenterpriſe , and that hee did of 
charitie whatſoeuer hee had done for the ſaid Lorde 

Pager, and other baniſhed Engliſh-men. 
Allo T. Throckmorton in Bruſſelsconferring with 
Ivande Laſture,the Kings Treaſurer generall, & ſay- 
2 ing, 
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ing.thathe wondred why the King,having ſuch pre. 


| tEces for England, madeno more reckoning of ſuch 


Engliſhmen as followed him, who in regardof their 
parentageand intelligence might be able to do him 
great ſeruice,ifthey were hartned with better vlage, 
wheras now by reaſon of their pouertie & drouping, 
they were much diſcouraged : the Treaſurer anſwe. 
red.that he was not ignorant of the eſtate and condi. 
tion of all ſuch Engliſhmen as followed the king,but 
for his part({wearinga ſpaniſh oath or two.) he knew 
not any of them, in regard ofabilitie to doe the King 
ſcruice, worth theſtraw that lay vnder his feet. 
Moreouer at the verietime thatthe Duke of Pars 
ma lay at Bruges,attending the Spanith fleet,and ma 
king his preparations for England,when our Engliſh 
penſionersexpected (as by all liklihood they might) 
to be aboue others honored and aduanced; they wer 
ſo far deceaued of their expectation , that they were 
the onlie rejeed & contemned ſort ofall thoſe that 
followed the court: all other nations, beſidesthem, 
becing fauoured and relecued with ſome moneths 
aiC. 
s And (whichismore ) whereas they mooued the 
Duke ſundrie timesto knowe his pleaſure, how hee 
would diſpoſe of them in thatenterpriſle, telling him 
thatyponthe wel vſing of them depededmuch mat- 
ter of importance, as the winning of others of their 
kindred,acquaintance,and religion, whovpon hope 
oflike good viage would be able to do greatſeruice 
attheir landing: whereas contrariwiſe ſeeing them 
come oucrſo poore in ſhew,withoutcredite,money, 
orarines, like lackies (for ſo were the words of their 
requeſt) 
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requeſt) it would bea cauſe to diſcourage and with- 
draw their mindsfrom the Kings ſeruice ; they were 
by che Duke ſcornfullic and with deriſion rejeted: 
neither did he vouchſafe to giue them anie other an- 
ſwere,than onlie that he would think vpon it, Buton 
chenight, in which vpon the hurly burly and rumor 
ofthe approching of the Spaniſh navy they thought 
to imbarkyhe departed towards Dunkerk,leauing the 
all behind,as vnworthie to bee called vpon, or taken 
wih him, | 

Whereuponthe Earle of Weſtmerland, my Lord 
Paget,and {undrie of the better ſort made theircom 
plaint tothe Duke of Paſtrana , the King of Spaines 
baſe ſonne,by whom they were as baſclie and ſcorn- 
fullic handled as by the other, Which euill intreatie 
wroght ſo great an apprehenſion in my Lord Pager, 
that he retired himſelfro Bruſſels: where, what with 
the conceit ofthis grief , and what with other acci- 
dents he ſhortly ended his life. 

The truth of althis haue I learned of men of good 
credite and reputation profeſſing the: Romane reli- 
gion,together with much more concerning this pur 
poſe; which (for auoidingrediouſneſle)I omit, the 
rather,for that Iam perſwaded manie of rhemſelues 
are alreadic acquainted therewith , Vhereby the 
profeſſours of that religion may perceaue , what fa- 
uour they oughtro look for atthe Spaniards hands, 
ifthey ſhould conquerthe land: ſeing that they,bee- 
ing but in a vain hope and conceat ot proſperous ſuc 
celle,did fo deſpiſe the principal Engliſhnoble-men 
and others that were in their company. 

They haue therefore juſt cauſe,as well as al other 

3 Englith- 


Engliſh-men,to feare the tyrannie of Spaniards, and 
to acknowledge rather the King of Scotland for 
right & lawfull ſucceſſourto the croun(as no doubt 
butthey knowe him to be) than the King of Spaine, 
whom they know to haue but a late forged and farre 
ſought title . Letthem callto minde how the moſte 
honorable and beſt ſort of Frenchemen oftheir own 


Religion, afterthe Jaſt Kings death, woulde norac- 
A ledwanpodin then the King nowe reigning; 


albeit at thattime hee profeſſed a Religion different 
from theirs, and that there wanted not manie Prin- 
ces ofthe houſe of Bourbon.and of the Romanerelt- 
gion, whom they might have acknowledged, How 
much more than ſhould Engliſhmen ( howſoever 
they be affected in religion) acknowledge rather the 
King of Scotlad,who hath the right of both the Roy- 
al families of York,& Lancaſter, being a friend to all 
our nation, anda Prince, at whoſe handcs, tro:2gh 
their faithful and durifull behaviour, they way look 
for grace and fauour, than ſubmit thervſelues in a 
{laniſh maner to the King of Spaine, betraying their 
countrie tothe moſt cruel] enemiesthereof,with ap- 
parent and manifeſt danger of incurring ſo manie & 

greuouscalamities,as I haue alreadie rehearſec? 
Inced not exhortour own profeſſours of the gol- 
pell notto truſt the Spaniards mercie. I only warne 
and wiſh them tovſethe right remedy of preuenting 
the greatmiſchief, which they haue juſt cauſe to fear 
if the Spaniardsſhould preuaile , And that is no 0- 
ther, thanto acknowledge & receiue in due timethe 
King of Scotland for next lawfull ſucceſſour to her 
Majeſtic.For he being thus acknowledged,the quar- 
re] 


rellwhich the King of Spaine purſueth againſt vs, 
partly for reuenge of ſuppoſed injuries, and partlic 
for his pretended title, will be either whollie remoo- 
ued,orar [caſt wiſe greatlie weakned, For with what 
pretence of juſtice can he go aboutto diſpoſſeſle the 
King of Scotland of his known right, whom he may 
not challenge foranie injurie done hitherto by him 
to his father,or ro himſelf?lr is very likly allo that his 
courage and defire of inuading vs will be much quai- 
led by this conjunCtion,'whereby hee ſhall perceaue 
that our power and meanes to defend our ſelues, and 
offend him, wil be redoubled. 
Bur if proudly andobſtinatly he will perſiſt in the 
proſecution of his vniuſt quarrell , the vniuſtneſſe 
thereof will become more notorious to the world, 
And not onelie England,and Scotland, buralſo the 
King of Scotlands confederats and friendes wil with 
al their power and might ioine togeather, to with- 
ſand his malice andambition, and to be auengedof 
ſo manifeſt an inijurie, 
 Belidestheſe commodities, which I have hitherto 
rehearſed,our common wealth ſhall receaue ſundry 
other great benefits by the due acknowledgement, 
and timeiie admiſſion ofthe King of Scotland . The 
firſt whereof1s, thatthe dominion and power ofthe 
crown of England will bee greatlie increaſed by the 
ioining therunto of his Kingdome: which diucrſe of 
our Kings haue endeauored to bring to paſſe as well 
by mariage vvith the heire; of the Kingdome of 
Scotland,as by other meanes. Neitheris it to be fea- 
red that the honour and dignitie of this realmevvill 
bethereby ante vviſe empaired, as vvas vvell Foot 
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deredand for-ſceneby themoſt noble and wiſe king, 
Henriethe feauenth . For when his eldeſt daughter 
Lady Margaretwas to be maried to Iamesthe fourth 
King of Scotland, ſome of his counfell fore-caſtin 
that which mightfall out, and ſaying that if his iſſue 
male failed, the croun mightbe deuolvedto the ſaid 
Lady Margaret;he moſt wiſely anſwered, that incace 
any ſuch deuolution ſhould happen, ic would be no. 
thing prejudiciall co England: for that itbeeing the 
principall and more worthie part ofthe Iland, would 
draw Scotlandto it, as itdid Normandie and Aquj- 
eain,with other prouinces, from the time of the con- 
queſt, This was thejudgement of thatmoſt worthie 
and prudent Prince concerning the conjunction of 
both countries: wherein without doubt al wiſe men, 
and ſuch asloue the honour,and publik weale ofthis 
Realme will aggreewith him. Andtruely by allna- 
turall reaſon it ſeemeth moſt meete, thar ſince both 
countries are but one Iland, they ſhould beealſovn- 
der onedominion, VVhich being brought to paſſe, 
weſhall notneedeto fearethe malice and power of 
any enemies,be they never ſo mightie, 
Anothercommoditic is the reduction and keping 
of the Iriſhry vnder the obedience of the croun of 
England.For either willingly they will ſubmit them- 
ſeluestothe King of Scotlands authoritic, in reſpeR 


of their auncient friend(hip and often alliance with 


the Scottiſh nation,and of the ſaid Kings deſcent b 

blood from their auncient Kings (eſpeciallielecing 
the offences they haue committed hitherto have not 
bene made againſt him) or elſe if vvilfullie and obſti- 
natlie they (hallpcrſiſt in their rebellion, they may 


being 
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being of the one ſide aſſaulted withour forces, & of 
the other by the Scottiſhnation ( hardened no lefle 

than they are to all kinde of trauaile , andiſuftering) 

within ſhortrime be vtterlic ſubdued. 

Moreouer it will be no ſmall advantage to vs,that 
the Princes,nobilitie, and people of France, Gerima- 
ny, Denmark, and other Chriſtian nations, among 
whomethe King of Scotlands right tothe crowne of 
England is not vnknowne, will approueour vpright- 
nef and juſtice inthis point , and bethe morewil- 
ling and ready to maintain friendſhip,entercourſe,8: 
traffick with vs: whereas refuſing the King of Scotlad 
his right, we ſhouldprocuretheir hatred and enemi- 
icagainſt vs,with the danger offorraine inuaſton, & 
otbecing made apraicto ſtrangers, as before I hauc 
declared. 

I isalſoa ſingularbenefit offted vs by God, thatthe 
Prince,who isto ſucceed in the Kingdome, hath iſſue 
likewiſe to ſucceed him: ſoas we need not feare new 
diſturbance ofthe common wealth for the vncertain- 
ticofſucceſiion after his reigne. For he hath alreadie 
three children, whereofthe Prince, which is the el- 
deſt,beingpaſtfiue yeares, is offuch towardneſle, as 
great expectation may be juſtlic had of him, 

Since thereforethe willing admiſſion of the King 
of Scotland in duetime , will procure ſomanie and 

eat commodities to this realme ; as alſo the with- 

nding him in his juſte cauſe ſo great inconuenien- 
cesand dangers,as I haue hitherto declared: truelie 


_ theyareto be condemned of extreme follie & mad- 


nelle,who being caried away with vain gonceits,and 
F with 
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with the remmbrance of olde quarrels, which hang 
bene betwixt both countries, wil repine & grudge at 
the advancement of the King of Scotlandlo juſt,and 
neceſlarie for our common wealth ., As thele men 
remember olde quarrels; ſo would I wiſhthem tore. 
mcber that there hath bene alſo anciet friendſhip be 
twixt both nations, & eſpecially betwixt their kings, 
as the oiten alliance made betweene them doth wit. 
neſle, 

For beſids alliances made before the conqueſt, lane, 
King lohns daughter,was mariedto Alexander, King 
of Scotland; Margaret,the daughter of his next ſuc- 
ceflour Henry the third,toan other Alexander,lane, 
daughter of Edward the ſecond,to King Dauid, [ane, 
daughter to Iohn Duke of Somerſet, grandfather to 
Henrie the {eauenth,was maried to Iames the firſt: & 
laſtly Margaret, eldeſt daughter of King Henriethe 
ſeaucnth,to King Iames the fowrth, This often alli. 
ance \{heweth that there hath beene olde friendſhip 
beruixt the Kings of both nations, though interrup- 
ted from time to time with quarrels and warres: the 
principall cauſe wherof having bene the diuifionof 
this 1/and into diuerſe kingdomes, the vniting ther- 
of vnder one dominion, will (out of all doubr) be the 
only meanes to procure peace andconcord betwixt 
all the inhabirants thereof. 

Which vnion as it hath beene ſo1ght heretofore, 
though i vain, by ſundrie of our own Kings with no 
ſmaliendeauour,and travaile, as namely by Edward 
the firſt, Edwardthe ſecond, andnot long ſince by Ed 
ward the {ixtifo now a fit occaſion is offered ofbring- 
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ing the ſame to paſſe, at ſuchtime as both nations, by 
the continuance ofpeace andaritie, which hath re- 


mainedbetwixtthem theſe fiftie yeares paſt, and by 


their agrement inReligion, may bee cally linked in 
perpetuall vnitic and concorde, 

Neither is it anie ſuch inconuenicnceas ſome me 
imagine,thatthe Prince, who is to reigne over both 
nations,is not born in England, conſidering that he 
js{o manic waies extrat,and that by father,as wel as 
by mother,of che blood Royall of England, andrthar 
he hatch bene alwaiecs, and continuerh yet a furc and 
faithful friend to our eſtate,as his behaujour towards 
the fame doth well declare: For having bene inuited 
by ſundrie fair promiſes, and large offers made him 
byour moſt hatefulland mightie enemics, and ſolli- 
cited by ſome of his owne ſubjects, vpon injuries, as 
they alledged,done him, to break of friendihip with 
vs, yet his conſtant affeQtion towardes our common 
wealth could neuerbe altered. | 

What deſire he hath alwaics had of keeping our 
frontiers from all annoiance,no lefſe than his own, it 
iswell ynough knowne by his continual carefulneſſe 
concerning this point,and eſpeciallie by his ſending 
not long ſince into our countrie,for pledges of good 
order to be kepr on his part,the LL, of Bacleuch, & 
Cesford, Wardens of the Scottiſh marches. 

His patience alſo in waiting forthe time appoin- 
tedby God,and not attempting ought,vyhich mighe 


| beany wile prejudicial totheperſon oreſtate of our 


loucraigne Lady ( arare example of patience and 
moderation in ſuch as are to ſucceed to a king- 
| 3 dome) 
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dome)may be to vs a ſufficient warrant of his hono. 
rable diſpoſition,and conſtantaffeQtion tovvards hir 
Maieſtie, and the common wealth . Wherewith are 
joyned manie other vertues, and princelie qualities, 
thatmay juſtlie mooue vs not onlie to admit him,bur 
alſo ro inuite himtothe fucceſſion of the Kingdome: 
as his pietie and ſinceritie in Religion; his magnani- 
mitie voide of ambition; his good inclination to 
juſtice, tempered with clemencie ; his temperate 
mindeand behauiour , not ſtained with anie ſport of 
filthie luſt or ſenſualirie; hisprincelie liberalirie, & 
yet no powling orpilling of his ſubjeQts for entertai- 
nement thereof; his extraordinarie painfulneſle,and 
prear dexteritie in reforming the diſorders of hisre. 
alme, notwithſtanding ſundrie difficulties and impe. 
diments which are in this reformation, 

Beſides which ,and other princelie vertues where- 
with he is induced, when he ſhall haue the manifolde 
& great advantages,thatthe Monarche of this King- 
dome hath aboue other Princes ( as the aſliſtance of 
his obedient and dutifull Nobilitie, the ſage adviſe 
of moſte wiſe and expert Counſellours, the godlic 
exhortations ofthe learned Cleargie , procuring o- 
bedience to the Princeand his Lawes, the help and 
furtherance of faithfull Iudges, carcfull Officers,and 
other good ſubiects to the execution of his Lawes & 
commandements, andfinally the dutifull andreuc- 
rent affection ofthe people towardes their Prince) 
there is no doubt but by his meanes this Kingdome 
ſhall flouriſh in continuallpeace,with all encreaſeof 
honour and ptoſperitie,

To conclude therefore,fince by the prouidence of 
God this worthie Prince is offered tovs, whoſe title 
is ſojuſt, whoſe admiſſion isſo expedient and neceſ(- 
farie, whoſe perſon ought tobe ſo acceprableto vs 
for his good deſerts , and Princelie vertues: Ihope 
thatall good and faithfull ſubie&s of alleſtates 

within this Realme will induetime 

willinglie admit and receaue
